"Vince" O'Donnell has scored another important victory! 

The alert and effective secretary of ATA's Private 
Carrier Conference has reported to his bosses the demise 
of that part of a proposed Senate bill (S. 2357) which 
would have restricted the agricultural exemption in the 
Motor Carrier Act to only those vehicles owned and oper- 
ated by farmers. 

As amended and passed by the Senate the bill permits 
private carriers of all kinds ... and others ... to 
haul exempt commodities under any circumstances. It also 
makes clear now that the term “agricultural commodities" 
includes horticultural commodities, such as nursery stock, 
flowers, and bulbs. 





Congress has recognized the vital importance of the 
NATIONAL SYSTEM OF INTERSTATE HIGHWAYS. It has included 
a special authorization of $25,000,000 to be matched by 
the states under the traditional Federal Aid Primary 
System formula. That's a “famous first." 

Mid-June the bill was on Truman's desk. It would 
authorize $575,000,000 in Federal Aid for highways for 
each fiscal year up to June 30, 1954 and 1955. That's 
an increase of $75,000,000 over the Federal Aid Highway 
Aet of 1950... far exceeds the $400,000,000 suggested 
by the President.

Here's another slap in the face .. . that costs money. 

The Supreme Court has denied consideration of the 
case which was to test the validity of the Ohio law re- 
quiring mud flaps on the rear wheels of interstate trail- 
ers and commercial vehicles of three tons or more. 

The Supreme Court stated that the Ohio law is within 
the police powers of the state and does not infringe upon 
or overlap federal rules and regulations.

The number of toll roads being built or under con- 
sideration is another indication of the "traffic muddle" 
we're in. 

Latest addition: Ohio has successfully floated a 
$330,000,000 revenue bond issue to finance its projected 
24l-mile toll expressway to connect with the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike south of Youngstown and extend the expressway 
northwestward across the state to the Indiana line. 

Charges for trucks will range from 1.95 cents per 
mile for units up to 15,000 lb. to 8.7 cents for units 
up to 78,000 lb. with one-way through trip charges rang- 
ing from $7.75 to $21.

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Moving goods or people is your business. 


You know all too well how bad road conditions and traffic

<. WORSE AND WORSE ROADS 





You also know that much of our present street and 
highway system is completely inadequate to handle 
today’s traffic—to say nothing of the traffic 

volume expected by 1960. 


Here — again ~— it is a good idea to have the facts handy at all times. 


Here they are: 





Highways constructed during the road-building boom of the 20's were 


planned to last from 15 to 30 years. 


What's more, that highway construction program was aimed at the traffic 
problems of that time. Much of the money and effort was expended to 
improve road surfaces. No thought was given to tremendously 

increased usage of our highways or to safety factors now accepted as 


essential in modern road building. 


But even our old-fashioned highways were allowed to grow worse during 


World War II on the theory that roads were “expendable.” 


So the maintenance problem on old roads is a tremendous expense — not to 


mention the obvious need for thousands of miles of new roads. 


Yet—as a nation—we are actually spending less on highway maintenance 
and construction than we did before Worid War II. 


Figured in terms of the 194] dollar—annual highway expenditures for 
the period 1939-1941 averaged $2.5 billion. Annual highway expenditures for 
the three years 1949-1951 were only $2.3 billion. 


Certainly —in terms of increasing car registration and mileage figures 
-this doesn’t make sense.

Naturally —as you review the situation, here and in the other pages of this 


magazine concerned with the problem—you ask yourself: 
How can we ever get out of this highway muddle? 


And when you see the experts’ figures showing that it will cost billions 
of dollars every year for 15 years or so to get our highways 
in shape to handle our motoring needs—the immensity of the problem 


may stagger you more than a little.

HE RED MEN went single-file among the great old trees in 
‘T shallow trench-like trails; the trails broadened when the 
white men came because they liked to walk two abreast, talking. 

Those were the simple beginnings of the American Road, 
in colonial times.

America’s Future Progress 
Depends on More and Safer 


HIGHWAYS 


OR many years, we Americans were proud of 
our system of streets and highways. But today, 
many of them are so out-of-date that they 
have become liabilities rather than assets. Last 
year, 37,500 men, women and children lost their 
lives in automobile accidents, and a large percent- 
age of them would still be alive if our streets and 


highways were adequate to meet our traffic needs. 


The United States has two and a half times as 
many motor vehicles as all the other countries of 
the world combined. No other nation on earth 
relies so heavily on automotive transportation for 
the mass movement of people and products. More 
than 40,000 communities are completely dependent 
on cars, trucks and buses for all of their transpor- 
tation needs. Three-fourths of all passenger travel 
between cities, towns and farms goes by car or bus. 
Two-thirds of, all freight is shipped by truck 
during some part of its journey. Therefore, it is 
vital that the automotive vehicles, on which we 
so largely depend, be kept moving quickly, 


economically and safely. 


Accidents Cost $3,500,000,000 in 1951 

With automobile registrations increasing every 
year, this situation will get worse as time goes on 
unless steps are taken immediately by towns, 
cities, counties, states and the federal government, 
individually and collectively, to modernize our 
obsolete street and highway systems. Americans 
are beginning to realize that installing more stop 
signs, re-routing trucks, reducing car speeds and 
other restrictive measures taken in the interest 
of safety provide no permanent solution to the 
problem. Last year, the economic loss from traffic 
accidents totaled three and a half billion dollars. 
This is more than was spent on the entire system 
of highways, roads and streets. 


Shortly after the turn of the century, my father 
became a leader in the Good Roads movement. 
Later, in 1918, he pioneered the Ship-by-Truck 
movement which gave impetus to the develop- 
ment of the trucking industry. These two move- 
ments were instrumental in arousing the American 
people to the full possibilities of automotive 
vehicles and to the necessity for providing an 
adequate system of streets and highways over 
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which these vehicles could operate swiftly, com- 
fortably and safely. As a result, shortly after the 
first World War, the United States began building 
a nationwide system of hard-surfaced roads. 


Most Present Highways Are Obsolete 


Most of our present highways were designed 
and built during those years, when car speeds 
were low, when truck loads were light and when 
the volume of motor travel was small. Twenty-five 
years ago, there were only twenty million motor 
vehicles. Today, there are nearly fifty-two million. 
Yet, during the past quarter of a century little 
has been done to expand our highway system to 
keep pace with the growth in traffic volume. 


In an effort to prevent accidents, so many stop 
signs and traffic lights have been installed that 
driving has become irritating, laborious and slow. 
In many of our large cities traffic is so heavy that 
it is sometimes faster to walk than to ride. The 
answer seems to lie in the construction of wider 
streets and express freeways rather than in trying 
to make horse-and-buggy streets serve hundred- 
horsepower needs. 


Parking is another serious problem. Street 
parking narrows down the available lanes for 
traffic flow and parked cars are a hazard which 
frequently cause accidents. In many communities, 
parking facilities are so imadequate that a dis- 
proportionate amount of time must be spent try- 
ing to find a place to park or else the car must 
be parked so far from the destination that public 
transportation facilities must be used. Many believe 
that skyscraper parking buildings, with a narrow 
taxable frontage on the street, and underground 
parking garages will be the ultimate answer. 


The basic principles of safety which are learned 
by young people during their formative years 
are likely to remain with them throughout their 
lives. Every high school should provide a course 
in driving training. Statistics show that school- 
trained drivers have twice as good a safety record 
as untrained drivers of the same age. Yet, today, 


only about one out of every five eligible high 
school students receives this instruction. 

Another step essential to the reduction of acci. 
dents is the adoption of uniform signals, markings 
and traffic laws. Today, for example, the various 
states have sixteen different methods of marking 
center lines and three different rules for making 
left turns. This situation creates endless confusion 
in long distance travel. 

Another cause of many accidents is unsafe 
vehicles. But America’s great nationwide network 
of automobile, gasoline and tire dealers, with their 
unmatched repair and replacement facilities, makes 
it easy to keep automobiles in safe driving con- 
dition at al! times. 

According to competent authorities, it will take 
five to seven billion dollars a year for the next 
fifteen years to build essential roads, to modernize 
existing highways and to maintain our present 
system in a satisfactory condition. This gives us 
some comprehension of the magnitude of the task 
that lies ahead. 


P. A. R. Is New Good Roads Movement 

Recently, some forty national organizations, 
representing highway users, industry, business, 
agriculture and other interested parties, have 
united in an effort to promote an adequate nation- 
wide highway program. This new Good Roads 
movement is called P. A. R., which stands for 
Project Adequate Roads, and its purpose is to 
bring the nation’s highway system up to par with 
our country’s needs. If this movement is to suc- 
ceed, it must have the support of every American. 

Our streets and highways are vitally important 
to the future of our country. It is imperative that 
we concentrate our attention on the chaotic con- 
ditions into which our traffic system has fallen 
as a result of long neglect and the tremendous 
increase im motor vehicle travel. To delay any 
longer is to invite disaster which may cost thou- 
sands of lives and billions of dollars. America’s 
future progress depends on more and safer 
highways.

Incentive Plans 
Increase Company 
Profit Because... 


>» They give everyone a stake in the 


company’s future . . . make every

Here’s one way of doing it that 


might suggest some ideas for you: 


GIVE YOUR EMPLOYEES a stake in company profits and 
there'll be more profits for everyone. That’s the way it 
worked out for Twin Pines Farm Dairy of Detroit. 

In May, 1941, Twin Pines’ employees completed ne- 
gotiations for cooperative ownership. Today each em- 
ployee owns shares in the company and votes, according 
to his share holdings, to elect the Board of Directors at 
the annual meeting. 


Here’s the result: 

IN 1941, Twin Pines had 50 employees and sold 15,000 
quarts of milk daily. It was strictly a small operation. 

TODAY the company has 275 employees, sells 215,000 
quarts a day, and claims to bottle more milk than any 
other locally owned dairy in the state of Michigan. 
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No Labor Problem e There was a time when Twin 
Pines was plagued with the usual personnel and labor 
problems. It wasn’t always easy to fill jobs, and when 
they were filled it was sometimes difficult to keep em- 
ployees happy. But that’s a thing of the past. Today, the 
company has a waiting list from which to draw new per- 
sonnel whenever it is needed and such management-la- 
bor worries as strikes no longer exist. 


How the Plan Works e« At Twin Pines the driver- 
salesmen own both their routes and trucks. They are 
expected to maintain both and to keep their trucks in 
top condition, both from an appearance and mainte- 
nance standpoint. For every quart of milk they sell on 
a daily average basis, driver-salesmen own six shares of 
stock. As a result, the drivers, like everyone else in the 
company, are interested in promoting overall efficiency. 
(For an article on an incentive program in a company 
that owns and maintains its own trucks see “A Profit 
Sharing Plan Can Work for Fleets,’ FO, Dec. °51, 
p- 65). 


Employees Participate Two Ways... 


1. Company Stock e Each employee receives divi- 
dends for stock held and is expected to buy shares, at 
one dollar each, equal to twenty times his weekly salary. 
A man making $70 a week, for example, would be ex- 
pected to buy 20 times that figure or $1400 worth of 
stock. This stock has always paid a 5 per cent semi- 
annual dividend. If an employee wishes to purchase 
more stock, he may buy any amount up to a $5000 
maximum, 


2. Bonus Plan e Five years ago, the company set up 
an efficiency expense figure for total operation costs—a 
figure that represented what operating cost should be 
if the company functioned on an efficient basis. These 
figures serve as a base in determining bonus payments. 
If operating costs for the year are under that figure, the 
difference goes into the employee fund and is divided 
into equal bonus payments to all employees. If operating 
costs exceed the figure, there is no bonus. 

The base figure is revised upward periodically to 
compensate for increased expenses beyond employees’ 
control—higher taxes, increased cost of materials, etc. 
At the present time the company is functioning well 
below the base figure with the result that employees are 
receiving an average annual bonus of between $500 and 
S000. 


Management Likes It, Too ¢ Company officers do not 
participate in the bonus plan although they do own 
stock. John Stewart, who was mainly responsible for 
introducing the program in 1941, has been elected presi- 
dent and general manager each succeeding year by the 
employees and he’s sold on the plan. 

“Give a man a chance to share in the profits of his 
own labor,” Stewart says, “and you've got a contented 
and efficient employee. The program deserves the major 
portion of credit for bringing Twin Pines from a small 
company to a large and continually growing one . . . one 
that will continue to show a profit.” END

INDOOR VS OUTDOOR STORAGE of vehicles was purely 
a matter of money to the 100 or so operators who at- 
tended the round table session of the SAE summer meet- 
ing in Atlantic City, early in June. Discussion was con- 
centrated on the question: When and under what con- 
ditions is it cheaper to invest large sums of money in 
buildings ? 

Cost of building construction has driven the opera- 
tors to open air storage. One public utility operator has 
found that building to house his fleet would cost in the 
neighborhood of $30 per month per vehicle, and this 
is too much. Another operator in the same business has 
found that by sticking to standard size buildings he 
can do it for $15 to $18 per month per vehicle in the 
60 ft width, 5400 sq ft type of building. This is for small 
to medium vehicles. Larger vehicles of course aggravate 


the problem. 


Compromises e All forms of eating your cake and hav- 
ing it too, have been tried. Compromises include: sur- 
faced parking lots, roofs, walls on the windward sides, 
and fences. Add to this list such mechanical devices as 
immersion heaters turned on by a watchman or con- 
trolled by electric clocks, oil-fired furnaces with quick- 
attaching couplings to the cooling system—and you have 
some idea of the ingenuity that has gone into attempts 
to lick the problem. 

Omitting the cost of garaging from the budget can 
easily leave the operator in the grease instead of the 
gravy. Vehicles have extravagant tastes and like the 
luxury of the enclosure. It seems that dew, a form of pre- 
cipitation familiar to ballad writers, is worse than rain 
on finishes and ease of starting. Drivers have an aversion 
to shoveling snow off the vehicle before starting the daily 
rounds, Continued on next page

Near the seashore the problem is more seveze because 
corrosion of sheet metal is accelerated. The south has 
its own particular handicap in the form of fungus. An 
operator from Montreal said that in temperatures of —10 
deg vehicles just did not start without the application 
of some heat after all-night storage in the open. 

Cold starts never do an engine any good. and in the 
summer it’s dust that speeds up wear. Added to the loss 
of cargo-carrying time when vehicles do not start prompt- 
ly is the time spent by the driver in a coffee stop as 
soon as he pulls clear of the yard. During this time the 
engine is left running to warm up the cab. 

One estimate of increased rate of wear on the finish 
was from 24 months to 16 months on tank trucks. Also 


noted was a tendency of decalcomanias to come loose. 


What About PM? e Even with outdoor storage. some 
type of building is usually necessary in a scattered fleet 
unless the operator is prepared to ferry the vehicles to 
a remote location for PM services and washing. Such 
an enclosure is not necessary. of course, if the storage 
yard is near an already existing shop. If not. the build 
ing must also include a stockroom. 

Some dopes for waterproofing the ignition came in for 
favorable comment but it appears that these materials 
are effective only when the ignition system is clean. Thus. 
the cost of periodic engine cleaning and re-application 
of the waterproofing will be increased in proportion to 


frequency. 


Specific Problems e Coming to grips with the specific 
problems in various industries complicates it until the 


head spins. Meat packers must steam and wash the in- 
terior of trucks daily as a sanitary measure. Obviously 
if they are going to be washed inside they might as well 
get a beauty treatment outside. Shifting inside and out- 
side a building for this daily ritual becomes a formidable 
project,

Bakeries load trucks in the wee hours of the morning 
and must maintain some semblance of temperature con- 
trol to guarantee the quality of the product. Public util- 
ity crews do not like wet tools and frozen ropes. 

This could go on and on. Every operator who par- 
ticipated could think of another reason for not storing 
outdoors. Nevertheless, they all have an eye on the cost 
sheet—so most of them will store at least some part of 
the fleet outdoors. 


Storage Batteries ¢ Discussion of storage batteries. 
sparked by an excellent presentation by L. E. Wells, 
Electric Storage Battery Co., (which will be published in 
the August FLEET OWNER) clarified a number of 
things that have been confusing fleet operators. 

Thomas L. Kendall, Deleo-Remy Div., pointed out 
that the difference in battery life can be due to the varia- 
tion in wood separators. Wood makes a good separa- 
tor but it can be bad. Honesty in manufacture, that is 
sincere effort to get uniformly good batteries, appears 
to be as important as design. Frequently, the reason an 
undercharged battery does not respond the way it should 
is because it has been undercharged over a period of 
time. 

Space to put a battery has always been a problem, it 
was pointed out by Frank Jones, Autocar Company. 
If battery progress had stopped in the mid-thirties, it 
would take 21 times as much space and twice as much 
weight to get today’s battery performance. 

Battery life has been dwindling since the war accord 
ing to L. J. Heine. Mack Mfg. Co.. and some part of 
this must be attributed to regulators and generators. 
Some regulators need too much attention and if they do 
not get it, inadequate battery life is the result. 

This viewpoint was supported by F. K. Glynn, Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co., who said that he had 
attempted to get fewer and thicker plates in batteries 
because he did not need the flash performance but did

WSB Sets Shorter Week Rules 


e The Wage Stabilization Board is getting up some rules 
it will follow when truckers ask approval of higher 
wages to compensate for shorter weekly hours. The prob- 
lem confronts WSB in scores of trucking cases pending. 
The rules—really yardsticks—are being developed out 
of cases already decided. 

WSB will not likely approve an increase to make up 
the entire loss in weekly pay. Nor will it have a specific 
formula which you can apply automatically, like the 
Cost-of-Living Regulation No. 8. 

Instead, WSB will look at each application, case by 
case. In deciding whether or not to approve the wage in- 
crease, it will: 

(1) Compare the higher wages with those of others in 
similar occupations, make sure the relationship isn’t 
disrupted in a way to be unstabilizing. 

(2) Try to make you use up at least part of the cost- 
of-living increase. 

(3) Consider whether you actually will reduce weekly 
hours and the worker’s take home pay. Shortening the 
straight-time week and not reducing the total hours only 
fattens the pay envelope with more overtime pay. And to 
raise the hourly rate, besides, would further increase the 
take-home. 

In acting on the Michigan cartage agreement with the 
teamsters, WSB approved a reduction in workweek from 
15 to 42'% hours with a 12-cent raise. 

In the Milwaukee cartage case, WSB provoked a pro- 
test strike when it approved only eight cents of a 16- 
cent arbitration award. This increase was to compensate 
for loss in pay resulting from a cut in weekly hours from 
18 to 44. On reconsideration, WSB approved 11 cents, 
explaining that the additional three cents was justified 
by the more recent cost-of-living index. 


Wage Enforcement Stays 


e At least eight more months of wage controls were in 
prospect as Congress rushed to extend controls beyond 
the June 30 expiration. And that included enforcement 
against violations, too. 

WSB’s enforcement program has been rolling along 
at full speed. Up to June, charges of violation had been 
placed against 226 employers. Of these, 114 had been 
convicted and the Bureau of Internal Revenue instructed 
to disallow $286,000 in illegal wages as a cost in com- 
puting income taxes. 

The Salary Stabilization Board has been slow to crack 
down on salary violators. It is just getting started and is 
hiring a staff of investigators. 

So that the violation penalties will be uniform, Sta- 
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bilizer Roger L. Putnam has instructed that, unless excep 
tional circumstances exist, the excess wage payment will 
be disallowed as a tax deduction. 

Garrett Freightlines of Pocatello, Idaho, agreed to a 
penalty of $944—double the overpayment. In reporting 
to WSB a 10 per cent increase under Reg. No. 6, the 
company overlooked a 5!-cent increase it should have 


charged against the 10 per cent. 


Jurisdiction Rejected 


e A trucker who operates four trucks on a for-hire basis 
within his state does not have sufficient impact on inter 
state commerce to warrant use of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
even though the trucks handle freight in interstate com- 
merce. 

The National Labor Relations Board’s general coun- 
sel so ruled in dismissing secondary boycott charges 
brought by the trucker against a union. 


ATA Labor Relations 


e American Trucking Association’s labor relations com- 
mittee is studying the value of an apprenticeship training 
program for truck mechanics. Information, views and 
comments are being collected from truckers with experi- 
ence in apprenticeship training. 

A report on a comprehensive employee relations pro- 
gram was made at the Denver meeting last month. 


Saves 21 From Fire 


e Congratulation to John Catonia, route salesman for 
Borden Co. in Chicago. The conductor of this page had the 
honor of sitting on the panel of judges which awarded 
Catonia the Milk Industry Founda- 

tion’s 1951 gold Pasteur medal for 

herosim in the line of duty. 

While delivering milk early one 
morning, Catonia discovered a fire in 
an apartment building. He aroused 
and helped rescue the 21 occupants, 
called the fire department and helped 
put out the flames. The Chicago Her- 
ald-American newspaper cited him for courage. 

Other drivers were awarded a silver and four bronze 
medals for heroic acts. They included rescuing a drown- 
ing boy, saving a baby’s life through artificial respira- 
tion and helping persons in auto accidents.

Expect No Major Truck Bills 
To Get Nod from Congress 


Presidential race plus industry action 


delay action on controversial bills 


e Thanks to the turmoil of an 
election year—and action by the 
trucking industry—it looks like no 
major trucking bills will become 
law at this session 

As we go to press in mid-June, 
Senate hearings on some 40 trans- 
portation bills had produced only 
two bills that cleared the Senate 
and seven others that had a fair 
chance of being acted on in the 
last-minute adjournment rush. 

The remainder—which includes

the controversial ones—will be 


carried over to next session. 


Industry Fight Pays Off « The 
Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee devoted all 
of March and the first week in Ap- 
ril to hearing transportation offi- 
cials from all over the country on 
the proposed legislation. The tes- 
timony of trucking industry offi- 
cials against some of the proposed 
bills is credited with limiting bills 
reported out of the committee af- 


fecting trucking to technical and 
non-controversial ones. The House 
began acting on these bills as fast 
as they cleared the Senate and it 
appeared that six or seven of the 
nine bills reported out had a good 
chance of becoming law before 
Congress quits for the Chicago con- 
ventions. 


Change Farm Bill « The two bills 
that cleared the Senate first were 
both non-controversial. S. 2357, as 
originally introduced by Senator 
Ed Johnson (D., Colo.) Chairman 
of the Committee, would have re- 
stricted the agricultural and fish 
exemptions for motor carriers. But 
the bill ran into so much opposition, 
from private carriers as well as 
the Grange and Farm Bureau, that 
the bill was rewritten in commit- 
tee, and as it came out it increased 
the agricultural exemptions to in- 
clude horticultural products. There 
was no opposition and the bill 
passed on Senate calendar call. 

An unopposed bill passed by the 
Senate, S. 2360, would change the 
exemption from ICC regulation on 
securities issued by common o1 
contract carriers to reflect higher 
present-day dollar values

Taxation: How High is Up? 


One out of every eight tax dollars today comes 


from the automotive industry's pockets; a good share 


of that from trucks. 


The protests continue to grow louder but there is no

@e Uncle Sam, faced with an ever 
increasing annual budget, is reach- 
ing deeper and deeper into the 
automotive industry's pocket in an 
effort to meet the payments. And 
trucking seems to have one of the 
most tempting pockets 

In 1950, the last year for which 
complete figures are available, one 
eighth of all tax revenue in the 
United States came directly from 
the use, manufacture and sale of 
motor vehicles or automotive 
equipment 

Here are some figures as com- 
piled by the Automobile Manufac- 
turers Association: 
> Federal, state and local govern- 
ments collected $60.8-billion in 
1950, of which $7.5-billion came 
from automotive sources. That's 
one out of every eight tax dollars 
collected 
> Special motor vehicle taxes in 
1951 totaled more than $4.5-billion, 
compared with $924-million in 
1930. Of which special trucks taxes 
were $195-million as compared to 
$1.3-million. 
> In 1932 federal excise taxes on 
motor vehicles, parts, tires, gaso- 
line and oil brought $750-million 
into the treasury. In 1951 they hit 
$1.5-billion 


Only Beginning 

Such figures as these, however, 
represent only part of the story 
They do not take into account per- 
sonal income taxes on the more 
than 9,000,000 Americans employed 
in automotive jobs or the taxable 
wealth generated by many other 
businesses throughout the nation 
that serve or are served by high- 
way transportation. 

Indicative of how tremendous 
the automotive tax has grown is a 
recent report by the Oklahoma Tax 
Commission covering collections 
from July 1, 1951 to March 21, 
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1952. It showed that $62.9-million 
out of $138-million collected had 
come from special motor vehicle 
and gasoline taxes. 


Petroleum Report 

The American Petroleum Insti- 
tute has long been waging a cam- 
paign against high taxation and it 
recently issued a report of its own 
on the basis of estimated taxes for 
1951.

Where to Now? 

But despite the increasing clamor 
no one could foresee any quick 
about-face in the government's 
high taxation policy. For the im- 
mediate future at least it appeared 
certain that the budget would re- 
main high and taxes pretty much 
on the same level. And there was 
also | .tle doubt that the automo- 
tive industry would still be re- 
garded as fair game by any legis- 
lative body looking for ways of 
increasing state revenue. 

And what continues to annoy 
everybody in the automotive in- 
dustry is that despite the large tax 
bite the nation’s highways are in 
the worst condition ever. On that 
score, at least, such programs as 
PAR (Project: Adequate Roads) 
may be able to bring about a 
change.

Elaborate Plan 

Much more elaborate is the op- 
eration of Ocean Van Line, re- 
cently organized as a subsidiary of 
Ocean Tow, Inc., operators of two 
motor vessels plying between Se- 
attle and Alaska. The parent com- 
pany has converted both vessels, 
and installed additional AC gen- 
erator units to handle 30 reefer 
containers per ship. Power comes 
from the main generating system 

Starting first with military car- 
go, Ocean Van picks up loaded 
trailers at the shipper’s door in 
Seattle and Tacoma, and hauls 
them to dockside. There the loaded, 
sealed vans are lifted aboard ship 
by a 45-ton crane, leaving the 
wheeled chassis behind 


Strong Construction 

The trailers are 30 ft long, weigh 
4,630 lbs and carry a payload of 25 
tons. They are made of aluminum 
with monocoque structure, and 
loading door is at the end to attain 
naximum strength. Lifting loops 
are integrally welded to a vertical 
pipe at each corner top while tie- 
down loops are welded to the other 
end of the pipe at each bottom 
corner. Hinged butts on the rear 
frame are protected by a formed- 
steel deflector 

Each ship can stow 18 vans in 
each of three holds and take 12 
more on deck for a total cargo of 
66 vans. The vans are designed to 
nest neatly, one upon the other and 
side by side, without loss of valu- 
able shipping space 

When the ship docks in Alaska 
the vans are lifted off onto a trailer 
chassis for delivery by highway or 
onto a railroad flatcar equipped 
with generating units. The van is

Calls Senate Bill 
Try at Monopoly 


® A common carrier monopoly in 
transportation will result if Senate 
Bill 2362 becomes law. 

That was the warning given the 
Pennsylvania Motor Truck Associ- 
ation by Vincent L. O’Donnell, 
secretary-manager of the Private 
Carrier Conference of American 
Trucking Associations. O'Donnell 
charged that the amendment would 
completely destroy the right of 
private carriers to haul their own 
goods in their trucks for compen- 
sation. He urged private carriers to 
protest to their senators at once. 

If the amendment becomes law, 
O'Donnell said, it would mean that 
any businessman who recovers his 
transportation makes a 
profit thereon in the final delivery 
price of his product is in the trans- 
portation business “for compensa- 
tion” and “consequently subject to 
ICC regulation and operating au- 
thority.” 

O'Donnell charged that Senator

Hit New Peak 


e Factory sales of new motor ve- 
hicles climbed to a new 1952 peak 
in April, topping the March figure 
by more than 46,600 units, the 
Automobile Manufacturers Associ- 
ation reports.

e The people of Delaware will pay 
more for food, clothing and other 
commodities because of a New 
York ton-mile tax against the 
trucking industry, Ray G. Ather- 
ton, general manager of the Amer- 
ican Trucking Associations, Inc., 
said recently. 

Addressing the annual Past 
Presidents’ Dinner of the Dela- 
ware Motor Truck Association at 
the Rodney Hotel, Atherton point- 
ed out that “the trucking compa- 
nies, if they are to survive, must 
pass this special operating tax 
along to the shipper, and ultimate- 
ly to the consumer. 

“We in the trucking industry,” 
he said, “do not object to equitable 
taxation. We have always stood 
ready to carry our share of the 
general tax load necessary to 
maintain all the functions of gov- 
ernment, as well as our share of 
the special taxes levied for con- 
struction and maintenance of our 
highway system. The danger is 
that excessive taxation may price 
truck transportation out of the 
competitive market—a crippling 
blow to the whole economy.

On Traversal States 


e The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has issued an order that
